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which fome will have paf$ for the Rea- 

fons of the Swedes pulhing on the Af- 
‘fair of Polavd, viz. Liberty and Religion. 
e I have faid fomething already relating to the 
Swedes Generofity, and the Attempt of fetting 
a Nation free, delivering them from the Bon- 
dage of the prefent King, and his Tyrannical 
Encroachments on their Liberties, his Saxon 
Forces, Mufcovian Allyances, &c. 

Liberty and Religion are the two Capital 
‘Pretences in all the Civil Broits of the World; 
how the latter of thefe has been box’d about 
the World by the Artifice of Princes ; how Men 
of Pretence have made it the Stalking-Horfe of 
their Private Intereft and Corrupt Defigns, I 
hinted at in the Review N° 42. and how far 
this has been either pretended or defign’d in 
the prefent Polifh Expedition of the Swedes, I 
fhall farther Debate in the Procefs of this Paper. 

Whether his Swedifh Majefty ever made the 
‘Proteftant Religion any Pretence to this War is 
not Material, and I fhall make no difficulty to 
grant the Negative 5 but for the Notion of Li- 
berty, the Freedom of the Common- Wealth, 
the Delivering them from the Tyranny of the 
Saxons, and the Invafions of Foreign Forces: I 
appeal to the King of Smeden’s Letter to the 
Cardinal Primate, to ail che Memoriais of the 
Swedifh Minifters ; and laftly to the Inftrument 
or Declaration of the Rocockz, or Contederacy 
at Warfaw, where after the long Enumeration

of the pretended Invafions of their Liber- 
ties by the Prince, they fly to the King of 
Sweden for the Reftoring the Liberty of Po- 
fand; they Renounce their Allegiance to King 
Auguftus, Declare the Interregnum, and depend 
upon the Power of the Swedifh Arms to fet them 
at Liberty, and to Grant them the Opportuni- 
ty of a free Eleétion. 

What the pretence of both fides was, is thus 
made plain ; now that neither fide had the leaft 
Delign to purfue this pretended Liberty of Po- 
Jand, remains to be made out as follows : 

That the Cardinal Primate was Originally ia 
the Intereft of France, is too apparent to need 
any Arguments; and I hope this Paper thall ne. 
ver be charg’d with Trifling, or proving what 
every body knows. That the French Ambaffa- 
dor in Poland carried on bis Defigns in Concert 
with the Cardinal; the prefent King of Potend 
faw fo cone that his Majefty found bimfelf 
bound for his own fafety, to infringe the Gee 
neral Rule of Refpeét to Ambaffadors, and to 
offer him a Publick indignity, to prevent what 
he forefaw was Adting between him and thae 
ungovernable ee 

That the Defign then on Foot, was prevente 
ed, which was, in fhort, to Introduce dpainehe 
Prince of Conti, was wholly owing to the Vigi- 
lance and Refolution of his Polifh Majefty. 

The next Defign of the Cardinal w2e !s Cotte

Thave little to fay to that, bat I am of the 
Opinion, bis Majefty would not have heew back- 
ward that way, bur that he knew the Cardinal 
fo well, thache would neither truft him with his 
Money, nor take his word if he agreed, tince 
tis not once or twice, but three times that he 
bas taken the firft, and broke the laft. 

Thus the Cardinal’s Defigns appear to be all 
Mercenary and Rebellious, his Proceedings 
Fickle and Faithlefs ; and his Charaéter fuch at 
laft, that neither his own King durft believe him, 
nor aStranger Trufthim how this Man’s Dee 
figns were for Liberty, let any Man judge ? 

I come next to the King of Sweden’s Defign, 
which has fo much been hoafted of, vig. Retto- 
‘ging the Liberty of Polind; by this I mutt un- 
derftand, fixing them under the Government of 
a King of their own choofing, giving them Pow- 
er to Depofe their prefent Sovereign, and then 
keaving them toa full of Choice for another ; if 
any one can underftand Liberty in a Nar: 
rower Compafs than this, I would be glad to 
fee it done. 

Now let us-firft, for the fake of a Circum- 
fiance, fuppofe this to be the real De:ign ofthe 
Smedes, the Gallantry of fuch an Undertaking 
ie extraordinary, that a Prince fhould Banith 
Dimfelf now four Years cogether out of his own 
Counrry ; oblige himfelf co the Expence, the 
Fatigue and Hazard of a long War, and Spend 
both the Treafure and Blood of the Stedifh Na- 
tion, and all tor the procuring Liberty and Free- 
fom to ano:her Nation, with no proportioned 
Advantage to his own; this is very uaaccoun:

The whole Werld can never fay this of the 
French King, but as he has always been the In- 
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vader of his Neighbour’s Dominions, fo he has _ 
taken a moft Effeétual Care none of them could: —
